Businessmen, advertisers, politi- 
cians, false religions, all know 
that the United States mail is one 
of the quickest and cheapest and 


surest Ways of getting out their 
propaganda, You see, the postman 
is always welcome. One can read 
his mail now or later. He can 
simply, glance over it, or read it 
more carefully as he chooses. There 
is no embarrassment, no complica- 
tions, as there would be with the 
personal visit of a salesman or a 
candidate for office. Besides, one 
might forget what the salesman 
would say, or the candidate, or the 
Christian worker, but things are

But 
if it is a popular weekly or month- 
ly magazine, subscribed for by tens 
of thousands of others, it ought to 
be worthy of reading. For exam-

OF THE LorD though they do not 
agree with it. They believe it is 
a representative spokesman for 
Bible believers.’ Catholic readers 
read THE SWORD OF THE LorD, be- 
cause it does not picture some de- 
nomination trying to make prose- 
lytes, but evangelical Christianity.

It has always seemed to me that this text of Scripture 
shines like a star in the midnight darkness of this chapter, 
for it has been truly said that not in all the world’s history 
has there ever been given such a marvelous description of 
sin as the apostle gives in the first chapter of this great 
Epistle.

It 
is the greatest mews the sinning 
world has ever heard, and _ the 
unregenerate man has ever receiv- 
ed. “I am not ashamed of the gos- 
pel of Christ.” 


The Marvelous Werds of this Text 


The text is marvelous in its 
words. First, take the word “gos- 
pel.” Sometimes we hear people 
say that all a minister needs to 
do is to preach the simple gospel. 
There is no such thing as a sim- 
ple gospel. The gospel is the great- 
est conception of truth the world 
has ever heard. The gospel is the 
story that makes all the angels in 
Heaven stand in wonderment. The 
gospel is the story that all the 
saints in Glory will sing about. 
There is no such thing as a sim- 
ple gospel. It is the most wonder- 
ful story that we could ever hear. 


The next word is this—“Christ.” 
“T am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ.” “Christ” is His anoint- 
ed name; “Jesus” His earthly 
name. “Christ’— the name _ that 
will make all the saints in Glory 
sing praises unto Him who has 
redeemed us by His own precious 
blood. 


The next word in the verse that 
causes us to stop and think is 
“nower.”. “For it is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth.” It is the pqwer of 
God. Nothing can stand before it, 
and I care not what may be your 
condition in sin, nor what may be 
your position in doubt, if you give 
this gospel a fair chance it will 
break the fetters of sin, and drive 
away the gloom ef doubt. 


The next word is “salvation.” 
“Tt is the pewer of God unto salva- 
tion.” There is a three-fold salva- 
tion. In II Corinthians 1:10, we 
read: “Whe delivered us from so 
great a death, and doth deliver; 
in whom we trust that he will yet 
deliver us.” So that if you should 
say to me, “Are you saved?” and 
I should say, “I have been saved,” 
that would be a Scriptural answer. 
And if you should say to me again, 
“Are you saved?” and I should say, 
“T am being saved,’ my reply 
would stili be Scriptural. But if 
you would say "to me yet again, 
“Are you saved?” and I should 
answer, “I shall be saved,” it would 
be quite as Scriptural as my form- 
er replies. For I have been saved 
from the penalty of sin; I am being 
saved from the power of sin; and 
I shall one day be saved from the 
presence of sin. 


“Salvation” is a marvelous word. 
Salvation comes because of the 
death of Jesus and aeceptance of 
Him. I try tto allow no one to go 
beyond me in giving emphasis to 
the power of His death. Yet I 
sometimes think we do not suffici- 
ently emphasize His wonderful life. 
So the gespel means a great deal 
more today than some would 
think. 


In His Life He Is Our Example 


First of all, then—ZIn His life He | 


is our Example. First Peter 2:21: 
“For even hereunto were ye called; 
because Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example.” Have 
you ever noticed He did not say 
He left us a pattern? What is the 
difference between a pattern and 
an example? A pattern is a thing 
that must be reproduced in exact- 
ness. An example is that which 
may be reproduced in spirit. I 
might not be able to live just as 
Jesus lived, because He was in the 
Orient and I am here. But I may 
be able to live in the spirit of 
Jesus. And what I am trying to 
preach is this — that the revival 
we need is a revival which will 
teach men how to practice the 
principles of Jesus in their busi- 
ness, in their homes, in their 
pleasure. He has left us an ex- 
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ample. So that in His living He is 
a part of the gospel story. 


In His Death He Is 
Our Redeemer 


But that is not all. Jn His death 
He is our Redeemer. There are 
two sentences that I think men 
ought to realize in these days. This 
is the first one: “The wages of sin 
is death.” God has never changed 
that. There is another sentence: 
“The soul that sinneth it shall die.” 
God has not taken that back eith- 
er. But there is still another Scrip- 
ture. “So Christ was once offered.” 
And still again, “Christ died for 
our sins according to the Scrip- 
ture.” 


Whenever I find one minimizing 
sin, I always find him minimizing 
the atonement. Whenever we find 
them saying that sin is only a mis- 
take, I find them saying that men 


|may be’ saved by their strength of 


character rather than by Calvary. 
It is only by the death of Jesus 
that we may be saved. He paid the 
penalty. He suffered in our stead. 
He offered Himself for you and for 
me, and there is no other way to 
be saved. On the authority of God’s 
Word I make this statement. You 
can find no other way to be saved 
than this—an absolute surrender 
to God in the acceptance of Jesus 
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Christ as a personal Saviour. So, in 
His living is our example. In His 
dying He is our Redeemer. 


In His Burial He Is 
Our Scapegoat 


But that is not all the gospel. 
In His burial He is our Scapegoat. 
In the fourth chapter of Romans, 
twenty-fifth verse, we read this— 
“Who was delivered because of our 
offences.” Then, if you will turn 
over to. Leviticus, you will find the 
scapegoat of the Old Testament. 
This is Jewish, of course, but may 
be used as an _ illustration. The 
priest stood with his hands upon 
the head of the goat, confessing 
the sins of Israel, and the goat 
was led away into a land where no 
man lived, bearing the sins of Is- 
rael. If Jesus died for my sin upon 


Calvary, how does He meet my 
sins? He becomes my scapegoat, 
bearing my sins away as far as the 
east is from the west. Into the 
depths of the sea they are cast. 
Behind God’s back they are 
thrown. So that when one comes 
to me drunken, or impure, or dis- 
honest, I can look him in the face 
and say, “I have a mighty Saviour. 
He has answered for your sin on 
Calvary, and will bear away your 
sins.” In His burial He is my 
scapegoat. 


In His Resurrection He Is 
Our Justification 


But that is not all the gospel. 
In His resurrection He is my 
Justification. “He was delivered 
because of our offences.” But read 
Romans 4:25 again: “He was rais- 
ed because of our justification.” 
We have a song we sometimes sing, 
which is in many ways great, but 
which is wrong in one particular. 
We sing, “He tore the bars away, 
Jesus, my Saviour.” It is a picture 
of His resurrection, but He did 
nothing of the sort. He did not 
tear the bars away. 

Suppose you put a man in pri- 
son, and he is in for five years, 
and three years after his imprison- 
ment he tears the bar away, and 
escapes: The law can put him back 
again. But if you put a man in 
prison and, he serves the = full 
term and comes out, the law can- 
not put him back again. Jesus 


never tore the bars away. The time 


was up. He had fulfilled the con- 
ditions. He had met all the de- 
mands of the law, and the stone 
was rolled away, and He came 
out answering for my justification. 
That is the gospel. . 

What is justification? Justifica- 
tion means that you stand before 
God as if you never had sinned. 
Justification means that your sins 
are put behind God’s back, and 
forgotten. Justification means that 
you are before Him with an ab- 
solutely clean record. Not in your 
own thought, possibly, and not al- 
ways in the judgment of men, pos- 
sibly, but in the judgment of God. 
That is justification, and that is 
the gospel. In His resurrection is 
my hope. 


In His Ascension He Is 


Our Head 


But, let me say, that is not, by 
any means, all the gospel. Jn His 


ascension He is our Head. If He is... 


the Head of the church, then. two 
things must be true. First, .. He 
must direct the church, Second, 
we must honor the Head. I am 
quite sure that the man who at- 
tacks the’ deity of Jesus, putting 
Him on the same plane with Con- 
fucius and Buddha, ‘puts a barrier 
in the way of spiritual progress 
that is absolutely insurmountable. 
He is the Head of the church. If 
He is, then let the church follow 
His direction. If my head wills one 
thing, and my foot does another,

I can tell you 
when cities will be made better, 
when righteousness will prevail in 
politics, when the laboring man 
will receive his just dues, when 
the capitalist and the merchant 
will be treated fairly.

In His Coming He Is

Catholics, Jews, Protestants and 
all those who attend church once 
or twice a year, say on Christmas 
Sunday or on Easter. How many 
real Christians then does that 
leave? I think if you will elimin- 
ate the hypocrites, the mere pro- 
fessors, you will find very few; 
even in so-called Christian Ameri- 
ca, on the narrow way today, while 
you will find vast. multitudes 
treading the broad way that leads 
to destruction, 


If you will visit all the churches 
of a given city at seven o’clock

thy name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works?

of the young woman who had been 
sitting before me in the gallery 
ten minutes earlier, almost every 
bone in her body broken—dead. 
Did she know that she would nev- 
er hear another sermon, that she 
would never have another oppor- 
tunity? Why, of course not. She 
expected to be back next Sunday 
night as usual. She thought she 
had lots of time. But for her it 
was the end. She would never 
have an opportunity again. 

This may be someone’s last op- 
portunity, because Jesus is coming. 
When He will come I do not know, 
but I do know that He is coming 
back. Again and again He said, 
when He was on earth, “Be ye 
also ready, for in such an hour as 
ye think not, the Son of Man 
cometh.” 


Are you, my friend, ready? 
Would you like Him to return 
tonight? Would you welcome Him, 
or would you be ashamed before 
Him? Would you want to call on 
the rocks and the mountains to 
fall on you and hide you from His 
face? Does the thought of His 
coming strike terror into your 
heart, or is it a comforting hope? 
Are you looking forward to His 
return, or are you afraid to meet 
Him as you are? 

If you are unsaved, then you do 


not want to see Him. If you have

“We which 
are alive’ says Paul, “will be 
changed and caught up to meet 
the Lord in the air.”

“One shall be taken and 
the other left.” How many here 
tonight would go up if He were 
to come at this moment?

This may be someone's last op- 
portunity, because the Spirit may 
cease to strive. “God is departed 
from me.” Those were the saddest 
words Saul ever uttered. It is a 
terrible thing when your wife de- 
parts from you, or your child, But 
when God departs, there is no 
hope. Let me say, however, that 
God never departs until you de- 
part. God will not leave you un- 
til you leave Him. 

“God gave them up.” Those 
were the words of the Apostle 
Paul. I say again it is an awful 
thing to have your father give you 
up, or to have your husband give 
you up. But when God gives you 
up, you are indeed hopeless. I 
must again state, however, that 
God: does not give you up until 
you give Him up. But when He 
does, there is no hope. You will 
have had your last opportunity. 


There is an unpardonable sin, 
a sin that even God Himself can- 
not forgive. That sin is the final 
rejection of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Last Sunday night you said “no” 
when the invitation was given. 
Tonight you are going to say “no” 
again. One of these nights you 
will. say “no” for the last time. : 
It may be tonight, I do not know. 
You do not know. Only God 
knows. But if this should be your 
last opportunity, and if you are 
going to say “no” tonight for the 
last time, then you will never have 
a chance again, for you will have 
committed the unpardonable sin. 
You will come back next Sunday 
night, and you will enjoy the ser- 
vice as usual. You will enjoy the 
singing of the choir, Nothing will 
seem changed. But when the in- 
vitation is given, your heart will 
be hard. There will be no response. 
You will have no desire to accept 
Christ. The Spirit will have left 
you.

Would that I could persuade 
you! Oh, that you might hear! 


more can I say? .God’s only Son 
is pleading; and must it be said 
of you, “Ye will not come to me, 
that ye might have life’? (John 
5:40). Will you not come? Do you 
not know there is danger in delay? 
Soon, soon, it will be too late, the 
day of grace will end and death 
will find you still unprepared. Oh, 
then, in God’s name, I invite you. 


to meet thy God” (Amos 4:12). 
The door of mercy still stands 
open; a welcome and pardon await 
you; for “Whosoever will, may 
come.” Leave, then, your sins; 
turn to Jesus; yield to the striv- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, and say 
this moment, NOW: “O Lamb of 
God, I come!”
